Mrs. William 
M. Stewart was a 


daughter of the late Governor Henry 
S. Foote, of Mississippi, afterward 
one of the leading members of the bar 
in California. She was a sister of 
W. Foote, 
Judge 
Henry S. Poote, 


Mrs. 
Virginia Foote Aldrich of 
San 


Francisco and Mrs. J. West. Martin 
of Oakland, widow of the late J. West 
Mai tin, of Oakland,, president of 
the 


Unton Bank,of Savings of Oakland. 
She leaves two daughters, Mrs. Bes- 
sie Stewart Hooper of New York and 
Mrs. 
Major Frank Payson, who has 


just returned from the Philippines and 
is stopping In San Francisco. 
She 


was the grandmother of Mrs. T. R. 
Hofer, wife-of the postmaster at Car- 
bon, Nevada; William Fox and Thos. 
Fox of Nevada, Richard Hooker and 
Harry Hooker of New York. 


Mis. Stewart was 64 yeais of age 


and was bornin Mississippi. In early 
days ghe came with her parents to 
California, being among the first of 
California's pioneer women. 
For a 


time the family resided in San Fran- 
;Isco. 


She was a graduate of a famous 


Jatholic convent at Washington, D. 
' . where many of her contemporaries 
were trained. 


When in 1859 when the Carson and 


Washoe districts development began 
he Stewarts went to Nevada and there 
eslded foi years. 
The young attor- 


ney became a prominent factor in the 
iffajrs of the newly created State and 
his wife, who was a highly cultured 
.\oman, xv'ks equally prominent. It was 
but natural that the talented lawyer 
should forge into politics. 
In 1864 


he was elected a United States Sen- 
ator, and with the exception of one 
:erm has since served his State con- 
.inuously in that position. 


As her husband attained prominence 


n the National capital Mrs. Stewart 
also surrounded herself with a host of 
'riends.

A QUEER DEMONSTRATION

ND NOW the 
Stewart-Hawley newspapers 


are quoting at length from Charles Goodwin 


on the subject of silver demonetization, the alleged 
purpose of the quotation being to prove that the 
Republicans of Nevada are 
standing on logical 


ground . 


A careful reading of what Judge Goodwin says 


fails to disclose a line or a word which sustains the 
Republican position in this State , The whole tenor 
of his article goes to show that the demonetization 
of silver was a piece of 
cold-blooded legislative 


cruelty in the interest of the bankers of London, 
Berlin and New York, and one which caused in- 
tense suffering among the masses of the people. 
Then it goes on to say that "by a series of lucky 
accidents within the space of five years the real 
money supply of the United States was doubled, 
and the chief argument of the silver men taken 
away . " 


Let us concede for a moment that this is true, 


and 'ask the simple question : Upon what principle 
of political or moral philosophy should the party 
which caused all of the suffering complained of, now 
be made the beneficiary of "a series of lucky ac- 
cidents?"

loss,v.hlch Nevada has sustained through this cruel 
legislation, which Judge Goodwin has so often and 
so eloquently denounced. But it can be said with 


perfect assurance, that all the benefits we are now 
getting from anything that the Republican party 
has done multiplied a hundred fold and continued a 
hundred years ould not make' good the one hun- 
dredth part of the loss we have sustained through 
Republican financial policy.
